PRESSURE on police to slow down 
their high-speed response to emer¬ 
gencies in the light of the tragic death 
of Rachel Cheesewright has reached 
the House of Commons. 

Miss Cheesewright, 29, was killed when her car 
was ‘tom in half after a police patrol smashed 
into her as it was speeding to an incident in 
October 2005. 

Police driver PC William Purse admitted hit¬ 
ting speeds in excess of lOOmph as he drove along 
the A28 at Bethersden as he and a colleague 
responded to a domestic incident in Tenterden. 

Mother-of-one Miss Cheesewright was pulling 
out of a side road after completing her shift as a 
barmaid at the Bonny Cravat pub in Woodchurch. 
Such was the speed of the police car she had no 
chance and although the police car braked hard, it 
stmck her while still travelling around 75mph. 

Although an inquest into her death held in 
Dover returned a verdict of ‘accidental death’ on 
Friday, her family has vowed to keep on fighting 
- launching a private prosecution against the 
police on behalf of Miss Cheesewright’s 10-year- 
old daughter, Charlotte. 

And now the case is set to reach the higher ech¬ 
elons of government after Liberal Democrat 
spokesman for transport, Lewes MP Norman 
Baker, called for a probe into the issue of so-called 
‘blue light’ incidents - accidents involving emer¬ 
gency vehicles responding to call-outs. 

Mr Baker told Yourashford: “The Rachel 
Cheesewright case might be a one-off tragic acci¬ 
dent but I think we have all heard anecdotally of

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Trust pursues 
shift in status 
to foundation

THE WILLIAM Harvey 
Hospital is set to become 
more responsive to the 
needs and wishes of towns¬ 
folk after it was confirmed 
the trust which runs it is 
applying for foundation sta¬ 
tus. 

Foundation trusts have been creat¬ 
ed to devolve decision-making from 
central government control to local 
organisations and communities and 
form a key part of the Government’s 
commitment to decentralising public 
services. 

Stuart Bain, chief executive of the 
East Kent Hospitals Trust, which is 
making the application, said: “This 
will give us more freedom to develop 
the services that meet the local com¬ 
munity’s needs. It will be a real 
opportunity for patients and staff to 
work with us to guide our future.” 

Local people can become members 
of the trust along with NHS staff and 
other partner bodies such as local 
authorities and universities. 

He said: ‘We will still have to pro¬ 
vide free healthcare at the point of 
delivery and meet all the current 
standards but we will be accountable 
to an independent group called 
Monitor rather than the Department 
of Health. Monitor takes a far more 
hands-off approach when it comes to 
regulating the trusts it covers. 

if We have been going through a 
period of restructuring our services 
and achieving financial stability. 
Now we have made that progress we 
can make the application.” 

Perhaps most importantly, the 
trust will be able to reinvest any sur¬ 
plus money it generates back into its 
local services. 

Mr Bain said: “In effect we will 
have a bank account and if we can 
generate a surplus we can save that 
money into the new financial year. 

“It’s a real opportunity for people to

understand how the money comes 
into the organisation and have a say 
in shaping how it is spent.” 

The consultation began on Monday 
and will run through until April 12. 

People can have their say by visit¬ 
ing the East Kent Hospitals Trust’s 
website www.ekht.nhs.uk and click¬ 
ing on the ‘Foundation Status’ link. 
Here they can learn more about 
what it means for local patients and 
fill out a consultation document. 

There will also be public meetings 
where people can learn more about 
the proposed change to foundation 
status. The meeting in Ashford will 
be held on March 3 at 5pm in the 
Stour Centre. 

It is hoped the trust will be granted 
foundation status by October this 
year.

other accidents that have involved 
emergency vehicles. 

“I want to get a handle on how many 
accidents involve blue lights and 
whether or not we, as a nation, have to 
re-examine our policy on the use of lights 
and sirens by emergency vehicles.” 

It is a view echoed by Ashford MP 
Damian Green - whose constituency 
office is close to the crash scene. 

He told us: “The police will need to 
look again at safety standards and the 
most effective way of officers travel¬ 
ling at speed when they need to.” 

The inquest, held before a jury at 
Dover Coroner’s Court, heard at the 
speed the police car was travelling, 
Miss Cheesewright would not have 
had the patrol car in her field of vision 
as she pulled onto the A28. 

Mr Baker said: “I have my suspi¬ 
cions this is not an isolated incident 
and if it’s not we need to dig deeper to 
see if there are common factors. 

“If there are a large number of peo¬ 
ple being killed or seriously injured in 
blue light accidents involving police 
in particular, then we have a respon¬ 
sibility to look at the policy. 

“It is time that we tried to pin down 
the number of these cases. We need to 
try and take things forward from the 
current situation.”

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Father's fury 
over handling 
of death smash 


Family pledge legal action after Rachel inquest

THE FATHER of Rachel 
Cheesewright has slammed 
the police’s role in his daugh¬ 
ter’s death and its investiga¬ 
tion into the high-speed crash. 

And he has called into question the 
impartiality of the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission’s deci¬ 
sion to re-examine the case following 
the inquest into the 29-year-old, 
mother-of-one’s death, which conclud¬ 
ed in Dover on Friday. 

Tony Cheesewright, from Kennington, 
told Yourashford the family would 
launch a private prosecution against the 
police despite the coroner’s verdict of 
accidental death. 

He said: “Rachel was caught by a guy 
who was driving too fast and that is 
what this case is all about. 


“They won’t apologise for anything 
and I don’t want any apology. I have 
lost all respect for the police in this 
country. 

“In the year my daughter died there 
were 45 deaths involving police cars 
and emergency calls. 

“These are so-called highly-trained, 
high-speed response vehicles of the 
police. They are not. They are cowboys. 
I don’t believe they have the discipline. 

Bizarre 

“The whole reason we are doing it is 
because we want to get something for 
my grandchild’s future. 

“The statement by Independent 
Police Complaints Commissioner 
Nicola Williams that the IPCC has not 
ruled out the possibility of disciplinary 
action against police officers involved, 
either directly in my daughter’s death, 
or in the subsequent investigation, I 
find to be both bizarre and perverse. 

‘Who is Ms Williams referring to? Is 
it PC William Purse, whose driving I 
believe killed Rachel, or is it other mem¬ 


bers of the Kent police apparatus who 
conducted the enquiry into the fatal col¬ 
lision? Sadly, I am bound to say this 
statement by Ms Williams on behalf 
of the IPCC is worthless. 

“There will be no honest or inde¬ 
pendent consideration as to 
‘whether any police officer should 
face disciplinary action in relation to 
the collision’. 

“This is because in reality the 
difference between the IPCC and the 
police forces of England and Wales is 
indivisible. They may claim to be 
different peas, but they come out of 
the same pod.” 

A statement from Kent police fol¬ 
lowing the inquest said simply: “The 
thoughts of Kent police are with the 
family of Rachel Cheesewright, who 
died in what an inquest jury has 
determined was a tragic accident. 

‘We take on board the verdict and 
await the final considerations of 
the Independent Police Complaints 
Commission that managed the inves¬ 
tigation following the collision.”

COUNCIL tax bills are set to rise by 
at least 3.9 per cent across the county 
after Kent County Council revealed 
how much they will be demanding from 
householders.

Local residents are organising the 
event, to take place on February 10, 
to raise money for villagers devas¬ 
tate by the cyclone which hit 
Bangladesh in November, killing at 
least 600 people and devastating 
homes and businesses. 

Mahidur Rahman, who owns 
popular curry house Joshan of 
Wye said: “As a member of the 
Bangladeshi community I wanted 
to do something. 

“I felt morally that, as human 
beings, if we have comforts in life, 
it is our duty to try and help oth¬ 
ers on humanitarian grounds. 

‘Wye is a lively village and many 
people wanted to get involved. 

“I know the money we raise is 
tiny compared to the millions of 
pounds that governments and 
major charities are giving, but 
the effects will continue for 
years to come. If we can just 


affect a few families then we 
have created a bond between us 
and those people.” 

Others attending will be the 
mayor of Ashford, Rita Hawes. 

Parish councillor Brian Roberts, 
who is also helping to organise the 
event, said: “It has happened quite 
spontaneously. We are just a group 
of people who wanted to get togeth¬ 
er to do something, albeit belatedly. 

“People are still homeless in 
their thousands and still without 
clean drinking water.” 

The event will take place in the 
Swanley Hall, which Imperial 
College are providing for free, from 
noon until 4pm. 

There will be entertainment 
from the Wye Singers, the magi¬ 
cian Ettiene as well as children 
from the local primary school 
and Bangladeshi musicians.

THIS was the scene facing visitors to the new 
Stour Centre and Civic Centre last week after 
the River Stour broke its banks. 

The heavy rain saw water flood into the car 
parks serving both buildings, forcing the road 
into the centre to be shut with part of it find¬ 
ing itself submerged under several inches of 
water, making it impassable. 

The knock-on effect was even more demand 
for nearby car parks as council staff had to 
look elsewhere. 

A council spokesman explained: "The car 
park is built on a flood plain so it was not a 
complete surprise." 

The scene was repeated across the borough 
with standing water leaving many roads 
blocked. 

One angry motorist from Smeeth said: "I 
drove through a deep puddle on a road leading 
on to the A20.1 thought my headlights had 
failed - then I realised it was because the 
lights had actually gone under water." 


Drivers suffer flood 
of nightmare events 


MOTORISTS suffered 48-hours of 
hell last week as torrential rain, 
high winds, flooded roads and 
Operation Stack combined to leave 
them fuming. 

And they were left counting the cost too as 
deep standing water on roads around the bor¬ 
ough left many needing to pay to have water 
drained from their engines. 

Motoring organisation the RAC reported calls 
last Tuesday - when the worst of the rain hit 
the borough - were up 108 per cent on normal 
for the town. 

Many rural roads around Ashford became 
impassable, with the A28 to Canterbury closed 
between Ball Lane and Branch Road. Deep 
puddles remained on many roads for days 
afterwards. 

The A20 at Sellindge was also closed in both 
directions because of a fallen tree. 

A spokesman for the AA, which also found

itself deluged by call-outs, said: “The vast 
majority of this extra workload was the result 
of cars getting caught in floodwater or having 
problems in the heavy rain. 

“Drivers should be extra careful, especially on 
rural roads in low-lying areas, and shouldn’t be 
complacent. Standing water is a serious risk in 
terms of the stability of the car, and if you hit it 
too fast, it can wreck your engine. 

“And use common sense if using sat nav - 
don’t be a ‘submarine commander’ and blindly 
follow it into the water. If the road ahead looks 
flooded, it’s best to turn back, unless you can be 
absolutely sure of its depth.” 

On Tuesday and Wednesday, January 15-16, 
it is estimated the county had over two thirds of 
the rainfall it would normally get throughout 
the whole of January 

Phil Scrivener spokesman for Kent Highways 
said: “We have bought in something called a 


super sucker or gulley emptying vehicle. This 
does a much better job at clearing the drains 
than what we have used before. 

‘We are lobbying the government for funding 
to improve the drainage system. In Kent we 
have an antiquated system of drainage that 
dates back to Victorian times. Whenever we get 
these exceptional downpours they can’t cope.” 

But the council says it cannot possibly pay for 
the replacement of that system without addi¬ 
tional government funding. 

Mr Scrivener said: ‘We have the tools for the 
job but the funding has to be found from some¬ 
where.” 

The misery was compounded as Operation 
Stack was introduced on the M20 by Kent 
police as ferry crossings were delayed and then 
blocked by striking French fishermen. 

At one stage the coastbound carriageway 
from junction eight at Leeds Castle all the way 
to Folkestone became a lorry park. 

It was finally lifted in the early hours of 
Thursday morning.

| Give us a brief rundown of a typical day for Dominic King... 

A Is there ever such a thing as a typical day? 

But I must admit I am a creature of habit so 
when I arrive at the BBC’s studios in Tunbridge 
Wells I go and get myself a cup of BBC tea (then 
I remember it’s awful and nip out to buy one 
with a real teabag in). 

I check my emails and then look at what’s 
happening in Kent and around the world, using 
the BBC’s news resources. I might start off 
interviewing guests who will feature in the pro¬ 
gramme and clicking onto websites to see what 
people are talking about. 

The best bit is seeing what music I’m going to 
play and I start to sort through my post to see 
what new releases I’ve been sent, or ideas some¬ 
one has suggested for the programme. 

Like most jobs I grab some lunch, usually ‘al 
desko’, curse the printer for running out of 
paper and then look forward to doing the show 
and heading home. 

| How much daily preparation goes into a radio show? 

A lt varies, but for a three-hour radio pro¬ 
gramme, you can expect to add about five 
hours of preparation, organising guests, and 
visiting locations across the county recording 
interviews. And you know what Kent’s roads 
can be like, which is why my day is eight hours 
long and not three. 

It’s also one of those jobs where ideas pop up 
while you’re out and about or on a day off, espe¬ 
cially at weekends. 


So I’ll often send an email to myself from 
home to work, so I don’t forget. 

| What is your passion in life? 

A I love music and films but a passion for me 
is the countryside. 

A good walk is something I really enjoy. You’ll 
often find me wandering around Bedgebury 
Forest near Goudhurst, walking near 
Dungeness, or along Dover’s promenade. 

What is your worst habit? 

A One bad habit is watching all the new 
movies, before my wife Amanda gets to see 
them, so she says “do you fancy seeing this one” 
and I annoyingly reply “I’ve seen it”. 

I recently watched five films on a plane back 
from Washington and as they are now being 
shown on Satellite TV, I’m again saying “I’ve 
seen that one”. 

Q lf your house was on fire what would be the first 
material object you'd rescue (and why)? 

A I would probably rescue my external hard 
drive, it’s got family photos on and my 
favourite interviews I have done over the years. 

Q Away from Radio Kent what are your hobbies and 
interests? 

A Along with film and music I like fishing 
from time to time too. But I only occasional¬ 
ly catch anything. 


Do you have any favourite films, TV shows or books? 

A I love the Shawshank Redemption, starring 
Tim Robbins and Morgan Freeman. It is an 
amazing film about life in an American prison. 
On the film’s tenth anniversary I was lucky 
enough to speak to the director Frank 
Darrabont, which was a real honour. 

I have a signed publicity poster by him which 
is one of my prized possessions that would be 
the next item I would save from a fire. 

I was also a big fan of the West Wing, and I 
loved 24. Not the BBC news channel, but the 
US drama starring Keifer Sutherland, and I 
currently like Studio 60 on the Sunset Strip 
and the BBC’s The Tudors. 


Q 


What is your favourite area of Kent? 


A East Kent is my favourite place, because 
that is really home. I was bom in Dover and 
lived in Folkestone while growing up. The 
Romney Marsh is a place I enjoy walking 
around, I love the Royal Military Canal and 
Dungeness is wonderful. 

Q Do you see yourself ever calling anywhere other than 
Kent home? 

A No never, I am certain about that and 
although I have worked in London, Kent is 
home, why move to another county when you 
have this one, the best county in Britain? 

I mean that too.

SHE is known to much of the 
county through her BBC radio 
programmes and as Invicta 
F]VPs inimitable eye in the sky 
- and now Julie Maddocks 
has joined KOS Media to 
continue bringing you the 
Kent stories that matter. 

As the new face of KOS Media, Julie 
will be out and about with a camera 
crew, working across our titles and 
providing content for our growing 
websites. And you can see for yourself 
what she’s been up to on our free 
broadband site www.yourkenttv.co.uk. 

Yet despite being at the centre of the 
county’s media for more than a 
decade, Julie says she never intended 
to go into broadcasting. 

Having begun as a secretary in the 
sales department at the fledgling 
Invicta Radio in 1985, Julie had done 
a few voiceovers, but nothing could 
prepare her for the job she was offered 
out of the blue one day. 

She said: “Invicta had this idea for 
the ‘eye in the sky 5 , but had no one to 
present it. I didn’t want to do the role; 
I didn’t know anything about the 
county’s roads. I didn’t even know how 
to get to Headcom airfield. 

“It was an almighty fluke that I 
became a broadcaster. I was just in the 
right place at the right time.” 


But soon thousands of drivers relied 
on Invicta’s groundbreaking eye in the 
sky - a Cessna light aircraft nicknamed 
‘Jambuster Jerry - to provide the latest 
updates on their daily commute. 

But despite her popularity, Julie 
didn’t endear herself to everybody on 
the countys roads. 

Freelanced 

She said: “When they were expand¬ 
ing the A249, near Detling, into a dual 
carriageway, it seemed to be taking 
ages. It became a bit of a running joke 
- we’d fly over every morning and say 
‘the A249 looks exactly the same’. 

“Apparently some of the builders got 
so annoyed about it they spent the 
morning spelling out ‘Up yours Julie’ 
in cones. You could only read it from 
the air. Think how much they could 
have got done in that time.” 

After literally earning her wings - 


Julie qualified as a pilot during her 
five years reporting from the air - she 
freelanced in front of the TV camera 
and guest-presented dozens of BBC 
shows until, in 2001, she was offered a 
staff contract and her own slot. 

She said: “It was a magazine 
programme that reflected the people 
in Kent. If it was happening in Kent 
we would hopefully feature it on the 
radio. We covered all sorts of subjects 
during the years. 

“I’ll be continuing this sort of thing at 
KOS Media, across all the Yourkenttv 
channels. There is nothing like it at a 
regional level and it is definitely a fore¬ 
runner of things to come. I’m sure oth¬ 
ers will follow what we’re doing here. 

“The people of Kent are passionate 
about what they do and we can provide 
a platform. I think Yourkenttv.co.uk 
can plug into that spirit in the county. 
There are so many stories to tell.”

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Ladies, defy gravity and

WOMEN looking to get in shape 
for the New Year have been urged 
to try a fitness craze sweeping the 
country - pole dancing. 

The gravity-defying dancing has long been 
seen as seedy and sleazy through its connec¬ 
tions with gentlemen’s clubs and strip joints. 

But it has now moved out of the shadows, 
and is being recognised as a performance art 
and a fitness favourite for thousands of 
women nationwide. 

Pole dance fans include Kelly Brook, Teri 
Hatcher, Lindsay Lohan and Kate Hudson. 

Performers say it is a great way to lose a few 
pounds and get fit for women who are bored 
with the gym and want a fun way of develop¬ 
ing their body tone, confidence, suppleness 
and flexibility. 

Pole dancing schools are cropping up across 
the county and the art is being taught at sev¬ 
eral leisure centres. 

Emma Smith, 24, a pole dance instructor at 
Topnotch, said: “I have a fitness background so 
coming out of my comfort zone and moving 
into pole dancing three and a half years ago 
was a big step for me, at that time nowhere did 
any classes and I wanted to be challenged. 

“Maidstone took to it really well - I went 
from just two classes at the beginning to seven 
a week, teaching five different group levels. 

Challenge 

“I’ve now taken my classes to Tunbridge 
Wells. People there aren’t taking to it quite as 
well as Maidstone, they still see it as sleazy 
but I’m hoping to overcome that, they’re a 
tougher bunch to crack but I want a challenge 
and to change people’s perceptions of it.” 

This fun form of performing art is proven to 
build muscle tone and confidence, while pro¬ 
ducing bundles of giggles along the way. 

“This class is by far the most rewarding I 



teach, pole dancing is graceful and gymnastic. 

“The results I have seen are amazing, some 
people have lost a lot of weight, others self 
esteem have shot up and it’s helped people 
overcome back problems. 

“It’s really changed their lives,” Miss Smith 
added. 

Pole dancing is believed to have started in 
clubs in Canada in the late 1980s and only 
over the last two or three years has it been 
taken out of seedy strip joints and into dance 
studios. 

Jo Roper, from The Goddess School of Pole 
Dancing, said: “I have women from 16 to 60 in 
my classes. Almost one in three girls has tried 
pole dancing and many have their own poles. 

“I have girls who do business dinners, wed¬ 
ding parties and teach other women them¬ 
selves. The demand wasn’t there for pole danc¬ 
ing a few years ago, it is now.” 



Ms Roper has 16 years of dance experience 
and has performed routines on Channel 5’s 
Trisha Goddard Show, in front of celebrities 
and at the London launch of the Pole Dance 
Federation. 

Women who don’t necessarily want to be 
taught in classes can now also do it in the pri¬ 
vacy of their own home with a ‘Peek-a-boo 
pole’. 

The portable pole gives girls the opportunity 
to try new moves and keep fit on their own. 
The more pole practise a girl gets, the more 
confident, fitter and better she will feel.

Owner of the Fair 
Trade shop in The 
Street, Kennington, 
talks about his store 
and the changing 
face of ethical shop¬ 
ping in the town 

How long have you lived in Ashford? 

I have lived in Ashford for around seven years; we actually 
live in Brabourne Lees. The business has been going for a 
year and three months. My wife and I became interested 
in Fair Trade because a friend of ours had been involved in 
it for about 20 years. She used to sell stuff at stalls and 
fetes and was thinking of giving up. I had taken early 
retirement and I thought 'why don't we make fair trade 
goods available to the people of Ashford all the time?'. And 
so we found this shop. We are only one of two shops that 
are entirely dedicated to fair trade in Kent. 

How does it work? 

Our two main suppliers are Traidcraft and Tearcraft. They 
supply a lot of our stock but they also work with the pro¬ 
ducers back in the country of origin to help them set up 
their businesses and advise them on the things that people 
in this country want to buy. We also go to specialist suppli¬ 
ers for things like coffee. We sell food and craft items such 
as crockery, bags and toys. Nothing we sell comes out of a 
factory; it is all made by small producer groups and coop¬ 
eratives. Some of the craft items are literally being made 
at the side of the road. It means the producers get a prop¬ 
er price for their goods which means they can have a 
decent standard of living. 

How have the people of the town responded? 

We have a lot of dedicated customers who come from 
quite far away to do their monthly shop. Although we are 
a bit out of town at least it is easy for people to park here. 
We seem to be getting more and more local people coming 
as well. People are keen to try it and seem pleased that we 
are here. It's important for people to know that when they 
buy something they are changing people's lives.

Robert Burns. Born in Ayrshire in 
1759, Bums was the eldest of seven 
children. As the son of a poor tenant 
farmer, he was expected to graft on 
the land, but his father insisted he 
should also have a good education. 

A tutor was employed to teach 
Burns and his younger brother, 
Gilbert. As a result, Burns became 
well read and he wrote his first 
poem, My Handsome Nell, at the age 
of 15. It was mainly about his love of 
scotch and women, with writing 
being another way to escape his 
severe circumstances. 

After the publication of his first 
poetry collection, he became a nation-

al celebrity. But fame did not bring 
fortune and he took a job as an 
exciseman to pay the bills, while con¬ 
tinuing to write. 

Bums died of heart disease at the 
age of 37 and more than 10,000 peo¬ 
ple attended the burial.

TOMMY LEE JONES, like the 
screen characters he usually plays, 
is a brusque man of few words with 
a Texan drawl and old-school 
politeness. Don’t expect him to 
bare his soul for publicity’s sake 
and you’ll get along just fine. 

The part-Cherokee Texan of predominantly 
Welsh-extraction has made a career out of 
depicting stoic men as weathered as the lines 
on his face. His two latest roles are a case in 
point - a grizzled sheriff pining for the old 
days in Joel and Ethan Coen’s No Country For 
Old Men and the anguished father of a casual¬ 
ty of the Iraq War in Paul Haggis’s searing In 
The Valley Of Elah. 

Both films slice into the dark underbelly of 
modern America. In No Country For Old Men, 
a psychopath (Javier Bardem) kills at random 
while drug gangs wage war as things get out 
of control in Texas. 

Meanwhile, In The Valley of Elah deals with 
a grieving former military police investigator 
seeking the truth about his son’s AWOL death. 

Best known for the Men In Black special 
effects blockbusters, Tommy Lee maintains he 
isn’t making any personal political statements 
about the state of American society with his 
two latest projects. 

“I don’t consider my private feelings to be 
relevant in any way,” he says. “I don’t have any 
political statements to make other than what 
you can see or discern from looking at my 
work.” 

Nor should you read any underlying pes¬ 
simism into the choice of films. “My world view 
is pretty bright. I enjoyed making those two 
films,” he states. 

No Country For Old Men is set in the unfor-

giving Texas borderlands during the 80s, as 
drug money and armed gangs from Mexico 
began to tear hard-bitten communities apart 
at the seams. Tommy Lee’s sheriff longs for a 
quieter time when the bad guys didn’t have 
Uzis. 

In The Valley of Elah is a jaundiced look at 
how President Bush’s controversial invasion of 
Iraq has hurt many American families on a 
personal level. 

The film is based on a real case in 2003 when 
Iraq war veteran Richard Davis was fatally 
stabbed. It highlights the violence that can fol¬ 
low servicemen home. 

The nearest this tight-lipped star ever got to 
making a political stand was speaking up for 
his friend and former Harvard classmate A1 
Gore in 2000. 

He studied English literature there before 
moving to New York in 1969 and falling into 
acting. Through stage, television and then

films he has built up a reputation for playing 
strong characters with deep emotion. 

Married three times, and a father of two 
with second wife Kimberlea, these days he 
spends much of his time with third wife Dawn 
on his 3,000 acre ranch near San Antonio, 
Texas. 

He likes to live close to his roots but isn’t one 
of those stars who denigrates Hollywood: “I 
actually like the movie business and work at it 
all year round, as well as ranching. One is not 
an antidote to the other, more a complement to 
the other. 

‘You just look for good parts and good sto¬ 
ries. Characters with no integrity are just 
as interesting as characters with lots of 
integrity”

WHIZZING through the treetops 
100ft above ground wasn’t quite 
how I’d expected to experience the 
lush beauty of St Lucia’s rainfor¬ 
est. 

“Come on, mum,” said 16-year-old James, as 
I stood on the first zip-line platform with my 
knees knocking. “You can do it.” 

I stood nervously while the guides clipped 
my harness on to the twin cables, took up the 
sitting position as instructed... and stepped off, 
trying not to think about the huge drop below 
me. 

There was a whoosh of air, a whizz of the zip¬ 
line, and I landed on the next platform within 
seconds, having not taken in any of my sur¬ 
roundings! 

Having got one under my belt, I started to 
get the hang of it and enjoy it a bit more, 
although I still didn’t see an awful lot of 
wildlife. I suspect most of it had been scared 
off by all the foreigners hurtling through the 
trees. 

During the 30-minute journey to the 
Rainforest Canopy Adventure, our driver 
Neville had stopped to show us breadfruit and 
starfruit trees, mahogany, nutmeg and cinna¬ 
mon trees, bamboo - which can grow 12 inch¬ 
es in a day - and of course bananas, the 
island’s second biggest industry after tourism. 

I’m relieved to say the second sightseeing 
trip we organised during our holiday, to the

island’s former French capital, Soufriere, did¬ 
n’t involve re-enacting a Bushtucker Trial 
from I’m A Celebrity 

Our driver this time, Edmund, was happy to 
stop for us to take photos of places of interest 
en route, including two fishing villages, 
Laborie and Choiseul, and St Lucia’s famous 
twin mountains, the Pitons, which are a World 
Heritage Site. 

First we went to the Sulphur Springs - the 
world’s only drive-in volcano. Part way in we 


joined informative local expert Christina for a 
close-up look on foot and to ‘enjoy the delicate 
eggy aroma. 

Edmund then took us to the Toraille water¬ 
fall for a refreshing dip before driving to the 
nearby Botanical Gardens and the Diamond 
Falls. 

We ended our trip in Soufriere itself, whose 
impressive waterfront area was the setting for 
the film Romancing The Stone. Unfortunately 
we had to cut our visit short because of a trop¬ 
ical downpour. Well, it was still the rainy sea¬ 
son and, after all, that’s what makes this 
island - dubbed La Belle Helene - so green 
and lush. 

In between trips we were happy to relax at 
our hotel, Coconut Bay Resort & Spa. 

My teenagers spent hours in the pool, play¬ 
ing games such as volleyball with their new 
friends, or splashing about on the waterpark 
slides and in the ‘lazy river’. They also worked 
their way through the menu of non-alcoholic 
cocktails at the swim-up bar and sampled the 
different burgers available from the beachside 
grill. 

I relished the escape of the adults-only pool, 
where I could soak up the sun and read my 
book with only the sound of birds singing and 
the Atlantic waves breaking on the beach as 
background - rather than the music and 
happy holiday noises around the family pools. 

At the end of the holiday the hotel’s proxim¬ 
ity to the airport was a bonus as we were able 
to stay by the pool to grab some final rays until 
just two hours before our flight home. It was 
hard to tear ourselves away and we hope to 
return soon.

“I’M bloody freezing on a building 
site in Kent, traipsing through 
mud,” says Kevin McCloud, pre¬ 
senter of Channel 4’s Grand 
Designs, when I ask him where he 
is during our phone conversation. 

Not that he’s complaining. The 48-year-old 
says he loves his job, despite enduring the cold 
and the damp on location. 

When we speak, he is visiting a project that 
he hopes will be shown towards the end of the 
new series of Grand Designs which began its 
new run last week on Channel 4. He says 
hopes because the build is currently running 
horribly behind schedule. 

“No doubt we’ll be filming the final spools six 
days before transmission,” Kevin groans good- 
naturedly 

“It’s a super-technology house where the 
building itself collects heat from the sun, 
stores it underground and air conditions the 
house. It’s a prototype house and it’s very 
exciting technology, plus it’s green.” 

Other treats in store this series include a 
couple who have to build 60 per cent of their 
new house underground in order to keep with¬ 
in height restrictions in their Grade 2 listed 
area, a Gothic-style home in Monmouthshire 
and a beautiful stone building made of inter¬ 
linking decagons. 

After 10 years of Grand Designs, Kevin is 
still excited by the show To celebrate Channel 
4’s 25th anniversary last year, viewers were 
treated to a repeat of his favourite project, Ben 
Law’s self-sufficient woodland home. 

But what about the worst? Well, if any of you 
saw the last series, you will probably remem¬ 
ber a pretty hideous houseboat in Kent, and

you may also recall that Kevin didn’t hold 
back on his criticism of the project. 

“It was actually a very good, watchable film, 
but a terrible piece of architecture,” he says 
now with a grimace. 

It’s this sort of honesty that viewers enjoy 
about Grand Designs and Kevin’s presenting. 
But he insists he gets no joy out of being 
derogatory about a project into which a con¬ 
tributor has put their life and soul, and all 
their money, and tries to avoid it at all costs. 

‘We’ve pretty well always chosen projects 


that I like, because what’s the point of making 
a film about something you don’t like?” the 
father-of-four asks. 

“It’s all right if it takes a week to make the 
show, but the whole of my life is spent doing 
these things, and I’m damned if I’m going to 
find myself getting more and more depressed 
and negative about the world simply because 
of my day-to-day work. I want to do something 
positive and celebratory 

‘We did experimentally take on projects I 
didn’t like, to see whether or not that would 
have any value, and I can categorically say 
that it was a complete waste of time,” he says. 
“Architecture affects other people, so we 
should be building good stuff and Grand 
Designs should be showing good, exemplary 
buildings,” he continues, getting into his 
stride. 

“It’s a very negative experience to make pro¬ 
grammes that are critical and cynical and that 
denigrate and it’s very difficult when you build 
relationships with people to then stand in 
front of them and slag their project off. 
Ultimately you fall into the same trap that 
every other programme maker falls into. It’s 
easy to be rude about things.” 

Kevin leads somewhat of a nomadic life. 
Projects that he visits can be anywhere from 
Aberdeen to the South Downs, so much of his 
life is spent travelling from one to the other. 
How do he and his family cope with that? 

“The filming is inspiring, even in the rain 
and the wind, the mud and the cold. It’s the 
travelling that’s the killer. 

“It interrupts my life. Not my family - my 
family, frankly, come first on the list. It’s my 
social life -1 don’t have one! I see my kids, but 
I don’t see anybody else, I just end up going to 
a pub by myself. It’s pathetic.”

Greener housing 
is the way to go 

ENERGY efficiency and the impact of 
the impending Energy Performance 
Certificates for rented accommodation 
as required by the EU is a hot topic in 
the world of property 

Is it worth investing in making 
improvements now, before this legisla¬ 
tion is implemented next autumn? 

Tina Nicholls, operations manager of 
Ashton Burkinshaw letting and proper¬ 
ty management agent, said: “New regu¬ 
lations already apply to HMOs (Houses 
in Multiple Occupancy) and we expect 
that by autumn 2008 all rental proper¬ 
ties will need Energy Performance 
Certificates. 

“So, if landlords are refurbishing or 
doing major works, they should consult 
their local building regulations officer 
with a view to making changes now.” 

Key points to bear in mind are: Cavity 
wall and loft insulation are cost-effective 
measures to improve energy efficiency. 

If replacing a boiler over 15 years old, 
you need a high-efficiency condensing 
boiler, preferably linked to modern heat¬ 
ing controls. A combi boiler saves space 
as well as energy. Finally, replace appli¬ 
ances with ones displaying the Energy 
Saving Recommended logo. 

Ms Nicholls added: “Although energy 
efficiency is unlikely to be a priority for 
all tenants, escalating utility bills have 
raised awareness of running costs and 
tenants do sometimes ask to see previ¬ 
ous heating bills, for example.” 

Price conundrum 
as polls all differ 

POLLS concerning an upturn or down¬ 
turn in the price of houses varied this 
month, due to the variety of sources they 
draw information from. 

Rightmove and Home.co.uk are both 
based on asking prices, but their month¬ 
ly inflation rates show prices moving in 
opposite directions. 

Douglas McWilliams, chief executive 
of Centre for Economics and Business 
Research said: “The poll of all the differ¬ 
ent polls show house prices have now 
flattened. The economic news confirms 
the UK economy will, at best, slowdown 
in 2008 even if it avoids a recession. 

“Most economic commentators think 
house prices will fall in 2008. Evidence 
suggests 2008 will be the worst year for 
house prices since 1995 when house 
prices fell by 1.7 per cent.” 


MORE than 100,000 new homes 
scheduled to be built in the South 
East by 2020 are at risk because of 
poorly worded legislation which 
could lead to the effective national¬ 
isation of independent housing 
associations. 

The National Housing Federation is warn¬ 
ing that the Housing Bill, which is currently 
going through parliament, would allow minis¬ 
ters to exert so much control over associations 
that they could be reclassified as public sector 
bodies - meaning they would no longer be able 
to lever in billions of pounds of private money 
to match public subsidy. 

During the past two decades, housing asso¬ 
ciations have been able to raise more than 
£35bn of private finance to spend on new and

existing homes, in addition to the £30bn that 
ministers have invested in the sector - mak¬ 
ing its funding model one of the most success¬ 
ful public-private partnerships of all time. 

But the level of state control set out in the 
bill is so great that the federation believes the 
Office for National Statistics could reclassify 
housing associations, which are classed as vol¬ 
untary and community organisations, as pub¬ 
lic bodies when it compiles the Government’s 
accounts. 

Under the accounting rules, public bodies 
are not allowed to borrow money privately as 
this would count against the public debt. 

The proposed move could threaten the 
104,406 homes set to be built in the region 
over the next 12 years. 


Federation chief executive David Orr said: 
ct We are very supportive of the Government’s 
commitment to tackle the nation’s housing cri¬ 
sis, and housing associations are keen to do 
whatever they can to respond. 

“However, we are shocked that the Housing 
Bill, as it is currently drafted, would create a 
real danger of associations effectively being 
nationalised. 

‘We feel certain that the threat to the inde¬ 
pendent status of housing associations must 
be the result of poor drafting and not the 
intention of the Government. 

“Unless ministers amend the bill we are 
genuinely concerned that housing associa¬ 
tions will be reclassified as part of the public 
sector, and therefore unable to continue with 
their tried-and-tested financial model - put¬ 
ting a major plank of the Government's hous¬ 
ing delivery programme at risk.”

OK, there are subtle visual changes to the 
Sportage - body-colour bumpers as standard, 
larger door mirrors, new grille and headlamps 
and revised and more comfortable European- 
influenced seating - but I was also impressed 
with the dynamic improvements. 

The Sportage always rode and handled well, 
but Kia has really tidied things up. Steering 
and braking efficiency is also better, while 
cabin refinement is much improved. 

Perhaps most surprising though is the new- 
look Sportage’s off-road clout in 4x4 trim. It is 
no Land Rover Freelander 2, but is priced from 
nearly 12 grand more than the Sportage and 
the diesel I tried had the measure of a muddy 
forest track and a foot deep stream - more than 
most owners would ever tackle. 

As you would expect from Kia, standard kit 
is generous and includes air-con, six airbags, 
alloys and all-round electric windows and mir¬ 
rors. The new flagship trim, Titan, includes 
electronic stability control, cruise control, 
leather seats, privacy glass, heated seats and 
an electric sunroof, yet starts at just £17,795. 

Kia now reckons on a 30 per cent increase in 
Sportage volumes -1 think that’s guaranteed. 


MOTOR facelifts rarely raise an 
eyebrow or put anyone’s nose out 
of joint, but the Kia Sportage 
makeover is worth a second look. 


Not so much for the cosmetics - even squint¬ 
ing won’t help you there - but more for what 
is hidden. 

Because the Sportage is now guaranteed to be 
as rugged as it looks, with the same industry- 
leading seven-year/100,000-mile warranty Kia 
launched on its Ford Focus challenger, the Ceed. 

This extra insurance has been made possible 
by transferring Sportage production from Kia’s 
Korean home turf to the state-of-the-art Ceed 
plant in Slovakia 

Two more hidden changes should boost vol¬ 
umes too: the addition of a diesel automatic 
option and two-wheel-drive models. 

Earlier attempts by others to push two-wheel 
drive sports utility vehicles (SUVs) met with 
little success, but the trend towards lower C02 
emissions and fuel consumption and a saving 
of at least £1,000 off purchase price, could draw 
people to the 2WD Sportage (from £14,000).

Supply routes under 
strain by extra traffic 

THE Freight Transport Association says 
latest Government figures showing an 
increase in traffic confirms its research 
forecasting unacceptable congestion on 
the UK’s primary trade routes. 

The FTA, based in Tunbridge Wells, 
says the Government must take urgent 
steps to provide more capacity by widen¬ 
ing motorways and building new roads, 
because failure to do so will place mas¬ 
sive burdens on the UK supply chain. 

FTA’s director of external affairs Geoff 
Dossetter said: “Our concern is that 
growth in car traffic on key trade routes 
will severely inhibit supply chain effi¬ 
ciency, increasing costs and reducing 
service levels.” 

Rules are taxing assets 

NEW tax rules likely to be introduced in 
April may leave Kent business owners 
short changed if they want to sell assets 
or shares, according to local company 
commercial lawyer Susan Jennings. 

She says: “At the moment, the sale of 
shares can attract capital gains tax at 
ten per cent if held long enough, but this 
is set to rise to 18 per cent from April.”

A RADICAL new act which 
holds businesses liable for crash¬ 
es caused by its drivers will be 
introduced later this year. 

The Corporate Manslaughter and 
Corporate Homicide Act will hold compa¬ 
nies responsible if their employees are 
involved in a fatal car crash - leaving them 
open to prosecution. 

Under the new legislation any organisa¬ 
tion will be guilty of corporate manslaugh¬ 
ter if serious failures in their management 
of health and safety procedures can be 
directly linked to the accident. 

Breaches will be punished with a limit¬ 
less fine, with the fee depending on the 
level of the negligence. 

A seminar discussing the full implica¬ 
tions of the act, which comes into force 
on Sunday, April 6, and covers all areas 
of health and safety, was held at the 
Kent Police Lecture Theatre in Maidstone 
last week. 

More than 100 company bosses attended, 
hearing from experts in the field on how 
they can take the necessary steps to ensure 
their businesses do not fall foul of the new 
legislation. 

Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership communication manager 
Rachel Wall said: “One in three crashes on 
the road involves a vehicle being used for 
business purposes. 

“The new act means companies really 


need to get their house in order and make 
sure employees are driving responsibly on 
our roads. 

“It is not enough to just have a health and 
safety policy to tick a box. Organisations 
must now be able to prove these policies are 
being monitored on a daily basis and if they 
are not they may find themselves in court.”
